Mr. Blades records the existence of eight copies in private 
libraries (leaving aside those which are preserved in public 
collections) of which three are imperfect.

The author of this curious work was Henry Parker, of 
Doncaster, a Carmelite. He preached against the pomp of the 
priesthood and reproved tho prelates for the possession of 
wealth and their modes of living, which he contrasted with the 
utter poverty of which Christ had given example. He was 
compelled to do public penance and ask pardon for bis scan¬ 
dalous statements; but tne winged words had gone forth ; and 
Pynson printed them in 1493 with the title of Dives and Pauper; 
followed in 1496 by Wynkin de Worde. 

The book is full of curious and suggestive matter, historical 
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allusions, and racy proverbial phrases. The style of the 
Dialogue appears in the following specimens:

The book itself is a curious one, deserving of study and 
consideration for the specimens of old English familiar and 
conversational language, containing remarks upon almost every 
subject.

He was a native of 
Salisbury, a Fellow of New College, Oxford, and Master of 
Eton for the year 1485. After he had resigned this post and 
retired into private life, being then an old man, his friend 
William Attwater, Bishop of Lincoln, persuaded him to publish 
the lessons he had used during his mastership. The sentences 
of which the book consists are given in both Latin and English, 
the latter being the original, and frequently alluding to events 
of his own time.

The judgment of Lydgate concerning Chaucer, as well as 
the words in which he expresses it, is noteworthy. . He calls 
him “ of making sovereign,” i.e. the King of Poets ; showing 
thus that the original sense of the word poet still clung to the 
idea in English.

A copy wanting two leaves fetched at Sotheby’s, in 1864, £85. The 
above two, which aie perfect, are consequently cheap in comparison. This 
is beyond dispute the iincst of all the editions of the Sarum Missal, and is 
also one of the last, as they ceased to be printed in 1567, shortly before 
Elizabeth’s accession to the throne. Most of the copies that survived the 
reforming rage of the sixteenth century were mutilated, and Mr. Maskell 
(Mon. Kit. I, lxiv) notices that the fine large woodcut of God the Father, 
crowned with a papal tiara, and surrounded by the apostolical symbols, on 
the second vellum leaf of the Canon, “ is a rare picture, and seldom found in 
printed Missals.” The name of Guillaume Merlin, whose initials appear on 
the two large engravings, will have to be added to the lists of Bartscb and 
others, as one of the great masters of his art. The accomplished critic 
already mentioned, remarks, in his work on Ancient Liturgies (pref. p. vii),

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Tyndal, printed by W. Rastall in 1532, George Joy, Jay, or Gee, the cele¬ 
brated Reformer, was the compiler of this book, usually called Marshall's 
Primer. It was first printed in 1534, bnt the corrected edition of 1535 has 
some additions and is the more authentic book. It would be impossible to 
point out more than three or four copies of either edition, and probably none 
of them is quite perfect. The character of this Primer as the first service- 
book of the Reformed Church in England, made it hateful to the followers 
of the old religion, while the prayer for the “ most gracious Queene Anne " 
which appears on the reverse of 01 1, rendered it obnoxious to the King 
after her execution in 1536 (notwithstanding that it bad been printed by his 
authority.) Consequently it is surprising that any copies have survived this 
double liability to destruction.

This date is remarkable, as tending to prove that the news of the match 
breaking off had not reached the last-named city at that date, and readily 
accounts for the work not being continued through the other three books. 
Charles left Madrid, 8 September, o. s. 1623. The author describes himself as 
one of the English exiles for religion, in his Spanish dedication; some of the 
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English verses at the beginning prove that he was a priest. He anticipated 
as much benefit from the new Spanish marriage as there had been hart from 
the ilicitcu bodas of Anne Ballen. References to the Catholic martyrs and 
persons of distinction are crowded into his verses and marginal notes.

The first and second editions had been long out of print when this third 
one was undertaken. It contains the same matter as the original edition, 
hut is in some measure improved, a greater degree of accuracy having been 
aimed at in verifying quotations, and in correcting the typographical and 
other errors which had inevitably crept into the text. 

The work is one of singular character, to *hicli we can find no parallel 
in literature. If Don Quixote, in addition to the childlike nobleness with 
which he was endowed by his Creator, had also possessed a very wide know¬ 
ledge of the Greek and Latin writers and those of elder Christianity, we 
might imagine that the “ Broad Stone of Honour *' had been composed by 
him. There is no greater testimony to its extraordinary merit than the one 
fact that, after fifty years* existence, it is still sought for and read with 
pleasure, even by those who recognize in it a thousand faults, in its imperfect 
reasoning, impracticability, and unfitness to the present age. The very 
natnre of these defects, the ardent enthusiasm of the writer, the zeal which 
animates his pursuit of Utopian ideals, his glorification of self-sacrificc and 
the other virtues of a fabled age of gold, wdn upon the reader’s imagination 
and exercise a magical influence over the generous spirits of our own day. 
He preaches a new Crusade, a new Quest of the Holy Grail, in which the 
difficulties to be overcome are far greater than those which baffled the 
Knights of the Round Table. And in all this, there is nothing stranger 
than the circumstance that an amount of bookish learning sufficient to have 
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deadened the fieriest soul, is combined with the passionate worship of knight- 
errantry and deeds of adventure. The Fathers, the Schoolmen, and the 
great thinkers of Greece and Rome, are drawn into union with the tellers of 
the Romances of Chivalry, and the writers of Medieval Chronicles ; and in 
the midst of that circle, the author’s enthusiasm works like a magici&u, 
casting a beautiful glamour over the minds of the spectators. 

Mr. Digby’s theory is that, during the ages between the time of 
Charlemagne and the Reformation — the Bark Ages of other writers — 
Christianity reached its highest and noblest development; and that since 
that time, in England at least, nothing has flourished bnt Corruption and 
Decay. He would turn the world back again, destroy the utilitarian ten¬ 
dencies of our time, and restore the golden days when Duty stood higher 
than Profit, when Gold was of smaller value than Iron, and when Nobility 
was attained by a succession of brave and loyal generations, rather than by 
the accumulation of wealth in the mean pursuits of commerce. 

The division into four books was intended to be substantial. The 
Godfrey was to give an exposition of views upon the general character and 
constitution of Chivalry ; the Tancred, an account of the intimate relations 
between Chivalry and Religion ; the Moms, a discussion and refutation of 
all arguments against the moral and intellectn&l excellence of the Chivalric 
Ages ; and the Orlandos, a recapitulation of the entire subject, with a more 
detailed account of the virtues of Knighthood. Whether the author was 
able to maintain these distinctions in the course of his composition, it matters 
little : there is no portion of the work less interesting than another. The 
spirit of the Middle Ages is there : the simple faith, the hardy courage, the 
love of honour, the delight in pageantry, the fondness for romance ; and 
passages from the grand old Fictions of Chivalry are found so frequently 
throughout the book that few readers can resist the charm which seems to 
make us live again in the remote Past. 

In spite of every tiling that can be alleged against the *• Broad Stone of 
Honour.” considered ns a literary production of our modern critical times, 
it is still a work on the History of Chivalry, such as the Black Prince or 
Bertrand du Guesclin might have inspired; and however much we may dissent 
from its opinions and conclusions, there is no doubt that its perusal will 
foster and cultivate those loftier instincts which prompt ns to admire deeds of 
daring and generosity—the Poetry of Life without which Prosperity and 
Civilization would lose all their reproductive force.
